Sinclair Quits Advertising 


Prices in Four States, 


Doesn't Explain 


Tulsa, Aug. 18 WP>—Oildom was 


head over heels in confusion today 
after Sinclair, the major buyer 
which started an avalanche of 
crude oil price cuts, quit posting 
prices in four states without ex- 
planation. 


The puzzling turn followed the

'companies which rescinded pre- 
vious reductions of 20 cents a bar- 
rel. 
. Sinclair Prairie Oil Marketing 
Co. issued a cryptic 
statement 


that at 7 a. m. it "would, until 
further notice, discontinue post- 
ing the price that it would pay 
for crude oil" in Texas, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico and Kansas. 


Sinclair officials declined com- 


ment and observers said they did 
not understand it. 


Wells remained shut down in 


the four states where Sinclair 
said it was withdrawing price 
posUiws and in Arkansas and 
Louisiana. Sinclair's, 20-cent price 
ilash August 10 affected all six 
ttates.

City's Auto Safety Record 
Is Below Average for Year 


New York, August 16. (Special)—Kingston turned in a poor- 


er-than-average automobile safety record for the first half of 
this year, according to data just made available by the National 
Safety Council. With four fatalities in the period, compared with 
one in the first half of 1938, the city's traffic toll was a rate of 
28.3 deaths per 100,000 population. The figures for the other 407 
reporting cities throughout the country showed an average of 
12.5 fatal accidents per 100,000 people. The national record for 
the six months is an improvement of five per cent over last year. 


Despite this gain, the country's intensive drive for traffic 


safety suffered a setback during June when deaths went up one 
per cent. It was the first time since November, 1937, that an im- 
provement was not shown.

Washington, Aug. 18 IS1)—Nine- 


teen-year-old Helen Vooros told 
the Dies committee today that 
there was "immorality" in a 
German-American Bund camp on 
Long Island, N. Y., and that she 
quit the Bund because "the lead- 
ers wouldn't let me alone." 


"They planned to attack me," 


the 
plump 
dark-haired 
Bund 


youth leader added in an almost 
inaudible tone. 


"The immorality of the entire 


movement appalled you so—1" 
Representative Starnes (D.-Ala.) 
put in, starting a question. 


"It disgusted me," she said, 


cutting Starnes off. 


Miss Vooros made these 'asser- 


tions in telling about camp Sieg- 
fried on Long Island. She said 
the girls' and boys' sections of 
the camp were only 30 feet apart. 


Quite a Bit ol Trouble 


"And that caused quite a bit of 


trouble," she added. 
"Parents complained they were 


too close and that the boys and 
girls were seen together." 


Asked 
by 
Starnes whether 


Theodore Dinkelacker, whom she 
had identified as leader of the 
Bund's youth movement at the 
time, had done anything to stop 
"immorality," she said: 


"He did not consider it im- 


moral. 
"Later I found out that it was 


'noble.' " 


Earlier, she said Bund leaders 


attempted to inculcate the camp- 
ers with the idea that Nazi prin- 
ciples were far superior to "Amer- 
ican institutions and ideals." 


"They said," she testified, "that 


National Socialism (the party of 
Hitler in Germany) was the only 
thing that could save us—I don't 
know what we were going to be 
saved from. 


Time For Aisertlveness 


"They said we Germans weren't 


getting 
consideration 
in 
this 


country and it was about time we 
spoke up." 
The leaders, she said at the out- 


set, required Bund youth to study 
the life of Hitler from, pamphlets 
which came from Germany 


Continuing questions about the 


camp, Chairman Dies (D-Tex) 
asked if immorality was not con- 
trary to the principles of Adolf 
Hitler as enunciated in his book 
'Mein Kampf." Dies said Hitler 
nad told of efforts "to break im- 
morality." 


"That's what they call 'pure,' " 


Miss Vooros said. 


She answered negatively when 


Dies asked whether she entered 
the Bund movement to "become 
an informer." 


"Then why did you quit?" Dies 


asked. 


"Because these leaders wouldn't 


let me alone," she replied. 


Link 1.1 Sought 


Washington, Aug. 18 UP>—The 


Dies committee endeavored today 
to link the German-American bund 
with various Nazi propaganda 
agencies by calling as a witness a 
rormer bund member who went to 
Germany to study technique there. 


Chairman Dies (D., Tex.) said 


the committee had been requested 
to withhold the witness' name un- 
til he started testifying in order to 
prevent any "demonstrations." His 
testimony, committee officials an- 
nounced, would be offered in reply 
to some of the statements by 
fritz Kuhn, bund leader whose 
two-day examination was finished 
yesterday.

Edward Butler, 63, 
Hangs Himself in 
Post Street Garage 


Local House Painter Dead 


Several Hours When 
Found by Employe 
of ^Nearby Market 


Edward Butler, 63, of 3 Post 


street was found hanging by the 
neck from a beam in the garage 
in the rear of his home about 8 
o'clock this morning by Girard 
Sauers, 
employed at 
Weber's 


butcher shop. According to Dr. 
Chester B. Van Gasbeek, who 
examined the body, Butler had 
been hanging for several hours. 


Mr. Butler and his brother, 


Henry Butler, resided on the sec- 
ond floor of the apartment house 
at 3 Post street. Mr. Butler, who 
was a house painter by trade, had 
been in. ill health for a month, ac- 
cording to his brother. 


Henry Butler was asleep in his 


bedroom at the time the body 
of his brother was found, and was 
awakened by Officer James E. 
Welch. Mr. Butler told Officer 
Welch of his brother's illness and 
said the last he had heard his 
brother was Thursday afternoon 
just before he. left the house, when 
he heard the brother moving 
about in his bedroom. 


No Cars in Garage 


There were no cars in the gar- 


age and Sauers walked through 
the garage as a short cut to the 
butcher shop. 


As he entered the garage, which 


was unlocked, he was astounded 
to find the body of a man hang- 
ing from a beam, and immediately 
called police headquarters. One 
of the radio cars was rushed to 
the garage and Officer Welch who 
was on duty downtown also has- 
tened to the building. 


Police headquarters also got in 


touch with Dr. Van Gaasbeek the 
police surgeon, who examined the 
body. From the examination made 
by the physician he was able to 
say that the body probably had 
been hanging since some time be- 
fore midnight. 


Henry Butler told the police he 
arrived home about 1 o'clock this 
morning and had gone to bed. 


Aside from illness no motive 


was advanced as to why the man 
had hanged himself. 


Coroner Phones Instructions 
Coroner Howard B. Humiston of 


Kerhonkson was notified by the 
police, department over the tele- 
phone and the coroner telephoned 
Undertaker James M. Murphy to 
take the body down and remove 
it to his morgue on Broadway, 
which he did. The body, however, 
was not to be moved until after 
examined by a physician, which 
was done. 


According to the police Butler 


evidently entered the garage and 
used a small stepladder to attach 
the rope to the beam in the gar- 
age and then placing the noose 
around his neck stepped off the 
ladder. The ladder was found ly- 
ing flat on the garage floor along- 
side the body. No note was found. 


Mr. Butler was found 
fully 


dressed in blue trousers and a 
blue shirt, but wore no coat. His 
shirt sleeves were rolled up. His 
face was waxen and rigor mortis 
had set in when the body was 
examined by Dr. Van Gaasbeek. 


"Suicide by strangulation", was 
the verdict rendered by Coroner 
Humiston. 


Surviving are one brother and 


three sisters. 
Funeral arrangements will be 


announced later.

milk after sporadic outbreaks yes- 
terday. 


He asserted troopers have had 


"few requests for aid today." 
Twenty-seven state police on duty 
at army maneuvers at Plattsburg 
were sent into the strike areas. 


Distributors in New York esti- 


mated a drop of 1,600,000 quarts 
of milk today. Dr. John L. Rice, 
commissioner of health, said yes- 
terday's supply was 
1,250,000 


quarts short and added he was 
considering extension of the milk 
shed radius to permit shipments 
from Boston, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia, Detroit and Chicago. 


In the vicinity of Binghamton, 


in the south-central section of the 
state where there has been much

showed comparative quiet. State 
troopers convoyed trucks on route 
17, carrying milk to the New 
York city market.

"heart attack," coronary thrombosis, in which a 
small clot of blood blocked the passage of blood to 
nourish the heart tissues themselves. His physician 
put him to bed in a half sitting position for si; 
weeks; he has not even allowed bathroom privileges 
After the first week in bed, the physician explainec 
what had happened and that after the part hat 
healed and the clot had been absorbed, he would be 
well enough to get up and about and might h> 
as long as if his heart had not been attacked. His 
heart would not be as strong but it would be strong 
enough to carry him a number of years if he fol 
lowed directions carelully. This attack was a bless 
ing in disguise as it was a warning to cut down on 
his own work and to cut out all other activities 
The reserve strength or power of his heart, which 
for so many years had enabled him to do so much 
mental and physical work, was now considerably 
less than before and he could not draw on this powe' 
to the same extent as before. However there was 
still power to do the ordinary or necessary things 
in life. 


This, then, is the common sense yet scientific 


method of treating the various types of heart dis 
ease which cause the heart to "fail"—the "com 
plete" rest at the time the attack of heart failun 
occurs and the "partial" rest for the balance of the 
patient's life. Partial rest does not require bed res 
most of the 24 hours but docs require S or 9 hours 
at night, with perhaps a half hour or hour lying 
down once or twice a day.

Security holders, for instance, are 
finding bigger chocks in their en- 
velopes tins August than a year 
ago. 
An impressive list of con- 


cerns have recently decided that 
stockholders should be rewarded 
for their patience during the past 
year by paying bigger dividends 
this 
summer.

especially important to merchants 
because 
relatively

power of investors has been hit 
the hardest of all groups. In the 
twelve months from July 1937 to 
July 193S. investor income plum- 
meted more than 30 per cent. 


Investors are not the only ones 


who are smiling over the good 
profit reports coming out'in the 
daily papers. Wage and salary 
workers have found the pressure 
for.wage cuts letting up. Pay- 
rolls are 22 per cent greater than 
last year. In fact, in the last few 
weeks, I have heard of wages 
being upped in 262 companies in 
24 separate 
industries. I have 


not heard about any decreases; 
but companies ordinarily do not 
advertise their cuts. Better profits 
are also being mirrored in higher 
strike* totals as workers begin 
asking for more money. There 
are 179 labor flare-ups this month, 
compared with 150 last month 
and only Si a year ago. 


Three Major Reasons 


There are three major reasons 


for these good earnings reports. 
The first one I have already men- 
tioned,—business is fairly good. 
Second reason is that costs have 


vainly to create recovery by in- 
flating prices should prove to 
everyone that high prices ulti- 
mately bring depression — not 
prosperity. 


Buying Power Holds trp 


As a result of good earnings, 


there are more people working 
now than any time since Febru- 
ary 1938. Meanwhile 1939 crops 
are turning put well. Prices are 
off but cash income for farmers in 
1939 
will be about as good as in 


1938. So as the situation stands 
today, investors have a little more 
money to spend; there are more 
wage workers employed and their 
pay envelopes are fatter; and, 
finally farm cash income is hold- 
ing steady. 


The natural result of all this 


is a step-up in retail sales. In 
spite of the usual July-August 
dullness, cash registers have been 
clanging vigorously all summer. 
Sales are averaging five to ten 
per cent ahead of a year' ago 
throughout the continent. News- 
paper advertising linage is high- 
er, travel on the highways is 
greater, traffic on the railroads is 
heavier, use of electricity is at a 
new all-time peak, tourist spend- 
ing is breaking all records.

The feeling prevails that 
Great Britain has more to risk to- 
day by war than she would have 
a year or so hence when her 
military and naval preparations 
would be further along. Like- 
wise, the skill of the British in 
working out diplomatic solutions 
of other vexing problems has set 
up a sort of confidence in the 
capacity of the British cabinet to 
avert war at this time. 


Opponents, of course, of 
the 


Chamberlain regime will refer to 
any peaceful settlement as "an- 
other Munich," and already there 
are published reports of expected 
criticism if the British make con- 
cessions, but it is difficult to see 
how war is to be averted if some 
concessions are not made. 


The Chamberlain policy has 


been one of deliberate procrastina- 
tion in order to bring the military 
preparations up to such a point 
that the axis powers would not 
dare to force a war on Europe. 
There is no sign that the British 
government has any wish to let 
the crisis in Europe materialize 
to the point of war at this time. 


The Danzig question is by no 


means unsolvable. The addition 
of extra demands, such as the in- 
clusion of the Polish corridor, may 
be taken to mean that the Berlin 
government recognijes the posi- 
tion of the Chamberlain govern- 
ment, which cannot assent to the 
return of Danzig ,to Germany ex- 
cept as a part of a general peace 
program. The Hitler strategy, 


therefore, has been to atk fa 
more than will be given, eapecial 
ly since it is apparent that ma* 
kind of solution will be formulat-

The mere fact that Hitler has 
put out new demands it perhaps 
the best indication thaf a diplor , 
matic or bargaining process to 
anticipated by Berlin rather than 
a beginning of actual hostilities. 
Somewhat the tame attitude may 
be expected from Poland, whose 
government cannot publicly indi- 
cate a willingness to compose the 
Danzig question at this stage of 
the game when it is not known 
how far the German demands 
really might go. 


So .far as the United States gov- 
ernment is concerned, the wish of 
the American people for strict 
neutrality is being granted. There 
is no evidence of pressure from 
any source upon the Washington 
government to involve the United 
States in any future war, and the' 
myth that the President was be- 
ing influenced to bring on a war 
in order to get himself reelected 
is gradually vanishing as it be- 
comes more and more apparent 
here in connection with domestic 
events that Mr. Roosevelt is'not 
going to fiake a single move to' 
bring about his own renomination. 


America's foreign policy is be- 


ing made by Cordell Hull, secre- 
tary of state. It is a typically 
American policy in the sense that 
important decisions are 
made 


without asking any 
European 


power. Thus, the official abroga- 
tion notice to terminate the Jap- 
anese-American 
commercial 


treaty was sent without 
the 


slightest inkling to any European 
government.

Blue is a favorite color in the 


garden, and pure blue one of the 
rarest tones of nature. The annual 
border needs its blues to balance 
the color scale and to add a cool 
touch during the hot months of 
summer. 


We have an excellent blue in the 


Chinese forget-me-not, cynoglos 
sum amabile, listed as a biennial 
but blooming as an annual from 
sowing early outdoors. It has deep 
and intense blue flower clusters 
produced in great profusion, mak- 
ing a brilliant patch in the garden 
as well as a fine subject for cut- 
ting. 


It much resembles the Anchusa 
Italica, a favorite in the perennia 
border for its intense blue, but is 
of lower growth and has much fine 
foliage. This is a real addition to 
the blue annuals. 


An old standby is the bachelor 


button or centaurea cyanus which 
has fringed blue flowers produced 
in great profusion with good stems 
for cutting. 


The annual larkspurs give some 
fine blues although all have more 
or less purple in them. They are 
one of the most valuable of the an- 
nuals. They must be sown where 
they are to bloom and then be 
thinned, as they are difficult to 
transplant. 


Another beautiful blue- annual 


not enough used is the browallia. 
It has intense blue flowers freely 
produced and is easily grown. Al- 
though this is an excellent garden 
annual it is more frequently seen 
as a pot plant. 


The rich blue spikes of the an- 


nual lupins with their pea-shaped 
blooms add to the list of handsome 
blue annuals for the blue portion 
of the border, and for the edges 
there are the gorgeous depths of 
the lobelias and the velvet of the 
blue-toned pansies.
